As this year draws to a close, I am 
pleased to report to the Society on the 
events of the past year. It has been a 
memorable time for me and an eventful 
one for our Society. 


I am indebted to the efforts and commit- 
ment of the many BSA members who 
have worked with me to make this past 
year a success. 


My thanks also to Lowell Erickson and 
Kathy Tritchler who (in their usual able 
fashion) have kept the affairs of the 
Society moving. Melodye DeBeradinis has 
joined the staff as full-time bookkeeper 
for the Society and the Bookshop. We 
welcome her. 


This past year, Laura Selm, Manager of 
the Bookshop, left to return to Indiana. 
Following a search for a Professional 
Manager, Ray Nadeau was selected. We 
have early indications of his effectiveness 
and expertise. 


Each year builds upon the past. As a 
result of the efforts of the Executive 
Committee, the Society’s Committees and 
the support of the Board, we have been 
able to implement several long discussed 
projects, these include: 


The Boston Foundation for Architecture 


The BSA Board has voted to establish a 
special public charitable Foundation with 
a Board of Directors to be composed of 
public and BSA members. The Founda- 
tion will undertake to support worthy 
activities and projects concerned with the 
built environment. Substantial funds 
already have been pledged and next 

year should see the Foundation in 
operation. 


New Offices for the BSA 


With the growth of our membership and 
increase in activities, we have outgrown 
our present offices. A lease has been 
signed for new quarters at 305 Newbury 
Street. They are located across from the 
BAC. In addition to offices for the staff 
there will be a meeting room for the com- 
mittees and small Society functions. 


Purchase of the Bookshop 


After consideration of alternatives and 
careful analysis, the BSA Board has voted 
to purchase the building occupied by the 
Architectural Bookshop. With our present 
lease due to expire in a few years, and 
substantial building improvements already 
in place, this is a prudent course to 
pursue. 


This past year has seen the establishment 
of several new programs for the member- 
ship. They are planned to provide in- 
creased opportunities for our members. 


BSA Loeb Fellowship 


To provide the opportunity for mid-career 
study for the membership, the Board has 
voted to support a BSA member, nomin- 
ated and selected for participation in the 
Loeb Fellowship Program at Harvard. 
The cash stipend may be used to supple- 
ment the Fellowship and make it possible 
for more of our members to consider this 
educational program. 


BSA Members’ Exhibit 


The BSA has many awards programs but 
the public has not had the opportunity to 
view the general work of all of the mem- 
bers of our Society. This coming year 
there will be an exhibit of the work of 
members of the BSA. All are invited to 
submit a project. The exhibit will open in 
April at the Architectural Show and then 
move to the ICA. Details of this exhibi- 
tion will be announced in a succeeding 
Chapter Letter. 


The BSA has been active in representing 
the concerns of the Profession in Boston. 
Through the efforts of the Urban Design 
Committee, your Society has been in- 
volved in a variety of activities: 


Mayoral Candidates Debates 


Politically, the race for the Mayor’s office 
presents the City with a major change for 
the first time in 16 years. The Boston 
Society of Architects has sponsored two 
Mayoral Candidates Debates. These have 
been televised and reported in the media. 
Our Society’s efforts have helped make 
the development process an issue in the 
campaign. 


Design Assistance Teams 


The BSA has negotiated an agreement 
with the BRA to provide design assistance 
teams to review public project develop- 
ment guidelines and proposals. In addi- 
tion, the BSA has been represented on 
special citizen review committees. Every 
effort is being made to expand our appro- 
priate participation in the planning and 
development process in Boston. The ad- 
vent of a new administration will present 
additional opportunities for the Society. 


In addition, the Society has been repre- 
sented on the Copley Square Centennial 
Committee, the St. James Avenue Civic 
Advisory Committee, the City of Boston 
Public Facilities Department Designer 
Selection Committee and the Massachu- 
setts Convention Center Authority 
Designer Selection Panel. 


The BSA has been asked by The Boston 
Globe to join in sponsoring a conference 
on the development of Boston. The BSA 
Board has voted to participate in this con- 
ference to be held in the Spring of 1984. 
We look forward to joining The Globe 
and the Educational Institutions in this 
public forum.

DCPO 


This past year saw discussions and agree- 
ment on the part of the DCPO to elimi- 
nate fees as a consideration in the designer 
selection process. 


Currently we are engaged in discussions 
with the DCPO regarding designer fee 
schedules with a view towards their revi- 
sion to reflect realistic current costs. 


OECD Housing Competition 


The BSA Board’s Resolution regarding 
the OECD competition has resulted in the 
appointment of a Select Committee to 
work with the OECD to review its designer 
selection procedures. The results of this 
Committee’s work is expected shortly. 


The major public service program of the 
Society is the Affiliate Program. The past 
year saw steady growth in membership 
and attendance. This year, the program is 
off to an excellent start. The membership 
is now over 400. 


Last Spring, as an extension of our Affili- 
ate Program, the BSA joined with the 
Museum of Fine Arts to sponsor a lecture 
series on Architecture. The response was 
gratifying and the series will be repeated 
in the Spring of 1984. 


The yearly calendar of the Society in- 
cludes a special number of events. This 
past year they have included the Presi- 
dent’s Reception, the Architects’ Show 
and Awards Dinner, the Harleston Parker 
Award Reception and the New Members 
Reception. The Architectural Show was 
moved to the Park Plaza Hotel and was 
the largest yet, both in number of exhibi- 
tors and in attendance.

AIA Announces ‘‘Energy in 
Architecture’? Workshop in Boston

workshops on energy, demonstrates 
energy analysis programs based on the 
Buehrer analysis technique and others.

The Level 4a workshop (which is not to 
be considered an introductory course in 
either microcomputers or energy analysis) 
will be taught by members of a distin- 
guished energy faculty and will focus on 
demonstrating various methods one can 
use to conduct quick and comprehensive 
energy analysis in an office; providing 
access to microcomputer programs for 
many systems, and others.

Mayoral Debate 


Several issues have developed over the 
past year which gave opportunities for our 
membership to become involved on a 
local, state or national level. 


In January, we reported that Justice Sted- 
man had granted the request made by the 
MSAA to prevent the Designer Selection 
Board from forwarding unranked lists of 
selected Designers for State funded proj- 
ects. The DCPO was ‘“‘enjoined from ac- 
cording contracts for designer services for 
any future project where the DSB did not 
rank the finalists in order of qualifications 
on the lists hereafter transmitted to the 
Deputy Commissionez of the DCPO.”’ 
This action relieved what could become 

a process of fee bidding whereby a 
“*selected’’ group of architects could be 
repeatedly negotiated with on the basis of 
fees rather than the State setting the fee 
and negotiating with the first ranked 
selected architect on the basis of services 
needed for the proper completion of the 
specific project. 


Also in January, Peter Forbes as chair- 
man of the BSA Ethics Committee re- 
quested and received support to pursue 
the formulation of a comprehensive code 
of professional responsibility. The intent 
being that a well drafted code would 
stand a good chance of getting the sup- 
port of the Board of Registration of 
Architects. 


The committee not only received financial 
support from the MSAA, but the New 
England Regional Council as well; fur- 
thermore, National AIA has been re- 
quested to financially support this effort 
and as of this printing is carrying a line 
item in its budget for this work. As Peter 
reported in the Summer edition of the 
newsletter, work has been proceeding and 
the first draft of The Boston Society of 
Architects, Ethics Committee, Model 
Code of Professional Conduct has just 
been circulated for initial review by the 
various executive committee members. 


The EOCD design competition has 
premiated its list of selected architects for 
State funded housing projects over 
$500,000 for the next funding round. 
Much has been said both pro and con 
about the relative merits of such a pro- 
cess. It is regrettable that more of the 
concerned voices were not raised during 
the 18 month or more process the MSAA 
(through David Johnson and the BSA 
Housing Committee) went through 
negotiating with EOCD relative to 
methods and procedures for this event. 
David Johnson and his committee are to 
be commended for the time, effort and 
job well done on this difficult task. Look- 
ing to the future, the MSAA Task Force 
headed by John Miller will be exploring 
alternatives to the process by which archi- 
tects may qualify for large State housing 
projects in the future funding rounds. 


In August, we received notification that 
since the end of April 1983 the AIA’s 
Political Action Committee has made con- 
tributions of $100 to U.S. Representative 
Joseph Moakley, $250 to U.S. Represen- 
tative Barney Frank and $500 to U.S. 
Senator Paul Tsongas. These contribu- 
tions are made in connection with the 
AIA’s national legislative interests. 


Finally, we must continue to encourage 
ourselves to become interested and active 
members of our respective chapters. 
Attend meetings, participate in the pro- 
grams and seek a position on one of the 
committees. You will be surprised how 
fast room would be made for you and 
how welcome your ideas would be. It is 
through a visible and progressive chapter, 
functioning in your area, that your archi- 
tectural community will be first — 
noticed, second — questioned, and later 
— looked to for responsible input on 
community and political decisions regard- 
ing your built environment. 


Our collective strength lies in the public 
perception of our caring — caring how 
our town or city is developing, caring how 
business will succeed in the downtown and 
caring to be involved with local govern- 
ment. Get involved and you as an individ- 
ual and the image of the profession as a 
whole will be enhanced. 
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Tony Tappe and Todd Lee with Mayoral 
Candidates Flynn and King prior to the 
Mayoral Debate held November 9th at the 
BAC. The debate was heavily covered by 
the media — Cablevision, Channel 5 and 
7, and NBC National News, as well as the 
Boston Globe.

U. Mass. Building Authority/ 
DCPO In Jurisdictional Dispute 


Tunney Lee has sent the following 
letter to Lowell Erickson alerting 
members to the following jurisdic- 
tional dispute: 


Please be advised that the Division of 
Capital Planning and Operations (DCPO) 
and the Designer Selection Board (DSB) 
are currently involved in a jurisdictional 
dispute with the University of Massachu- 
setts Building Authority (Authority). The 
basis of the dispute is that the DCPO and 
the DSB interpret relevant statutory law 
to place the Authority’s building construc- 
tion projects, including the designer selec- 
tion procedures related to those projects, 
under DCPO and DSB jurisdiction. The 
Authority is contending that it can pro- 
ceed to design and build projects without 
DCPO and DSB involvement. 


DCPO is currently discussing possible 
methods of resolving the dispute with the 
Authority. I believe, however, that it is 
essential that designers be aware of the 
existence of the dispute and I suggest that 
they avoid being caught in the middle be- 
tween DCPO and the Authority. Entering 
into a public design contract that is subse- 
quently determined to have been illegally 
entered into could result in the contract 
being declared void, regardless of the 
good intentions of the parties to the 
contract.

Parker Medal 


The 1983 Harleston Parker Award Com- 
mittee selected and the Annual Meeting 
voted the 1983 Medal to The John Han- 
cock Tower by I. M. Pei and Partners. 


The Committee’s report in part stated 


“It has been one of the truly seminal 
designs of modern architecture. It was the 
first and remains the best of an expanding 
family of reflective glazed towers which 
would be claimed to characterize the re- 
cent chapter of American Building. The 
tower is seen as a symbolic image, which 
has led to its frequent appearance on the 
covers of several recent books on architec- 
ture...” 


“The Committee had no doubts that the 
tower is the most beautiful contemporary 
tower in Boston and probably in the en- 

tire United States — and that there is no 
recent skyscraper in any other American 

city which is aesthetically superior to the 

John Hancock Building. 


The John Hancock Tower was the first 
and remains easily the best of the reflec- 
tive glazed towers which characterize the 
latest chapter of American building. It is 
an elegant structure and a masterful piece 
of restrained design. It is a very strong 
aesthetic achievement and in this respect 
meets the donor’s original requirements 
for ‘‘the most beautiful piece of architec- 
ture.”’ The problems that plagued its con- 
struction were overcome and in no way 
affect its final achievement as a successful 
design and a truly elegant solution to 
high-rise building.
